Capes have been around for centuries and have evolved from a very basic 
piece of apparel to clothing that may signify power, flair or occupation. 
For fiber artist Eleanor Bostwick, the cape has also been a vehicle for 
artistic exploration and expression. 


Over a period of three decades, Eleanor Bostwick created a series of eight 
unique capes. They are all reversible and similar in size and basic form, 
but that is where their similarity ends. Each cape is executed in different 
combinations of materials and fiber art techniques rich with layers of 
meaning and detail. 


“As an artist, | believe that by shaping works to be Worn as Art, | am 
blending creative vision into our everyday lives. To me, this represents the 
power and significance of art.”
